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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-21 , 46-49, 56-67, and 70-71 , drawn to an apparatus for 
preparing a macromolecule sample comprising a hydraulic system, at 
least three filters, and an automated controller, classified in class 436, 
subclass 177. 

II. Claims 22-43, 50-55, and 68-69, drawn to a method and apparatus for 
preparing a macromolecule sample comprising automatically acquiring a 
liquid mixture and automatically separating from the macromolecule at 
least a portion of the components, classified in class 73, subclass 863.23. 

III. Claims 44-45, drawn to a method for preparing a macromolecule sample 
comprising acquiring a liquid mixture, sensing the pH of the mixture, 
controlling the pH of the mixture, increasing the concentration of the 
macromolecule, combining the macromolecule, and heating the 
macromolecule, classified in class 435, subclass 6. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions of Groups II and I are related as process and apparatus for its 
practice. The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or 
(2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different 
process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case, the process as claimed can be practiced by 
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another and materially different apparatus, such as an apparatus that does not require 
pumps, valves, reservoirs, or a lysing unit. 

Inventions of Groups III and I are related as process and apparatus for its 
practice. The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or 
(2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different 
process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case, the process as claimed can be practiced by 
another and materially different apparatus, such as an apparatus that does not require 
pumps, valves, reservoirs, or a lysing unit. 

Inventions of Groups II and III are directed to related processes. The related 
inventions are distinct if the (1) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use 
together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; 
(2) the inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the 
inventions as claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant 
case, the inventions as claimed are not capable of use together or can have a materially 
different design, mode of operation, function, or effect because the invention of Group II 
does not require the step of sensing the pH of the mixture, and thus the invention of 
Group II would have a different design, mode of operation, and effect, such as a method 
that does not require the step of sensing the pH of a mixture. Furthermore, the 
inventions as claimed do not encompass overlapping subject matter and there is 
nothing of record to show them to be obvious variants. 
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Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

2. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
